purity and godliness, the turning

| ‘tian people. When I was pastor 
‘in Dallas, Texas, so many drunk- 


lards were converted and turned 
to sobriety and holy living, that 
it was well-known all over the 
city. And my people were so strict 
in their conception of godliness, 
that some people mocked us, but 
}all the churches were specially 
| anxious to have some of our mem- 
| bers as teachers and workers be- 
‘cause of their knowledge of the 
| Bible and godly lives. I could tell 
you of thousands turned from 
drink, of many, many hundreds 
| who left the profane oaths of the 


| lodges, of multiplied thousands 


‘who turned from filthy habits, 
from the lewdness of the com- 
mercialized movie theater, under 
the influence of my preaching from 
the pulpit and through literature. 
You will never be able to find 
even one person who says that 
he decided to hive a wicked and 
sinful life because of my teaching. 
Therefore I charge that your 
slanders are absolutely false, inex- 
cusably, wickedly, devilishly false. 

More than that, I protest that 
had you really been concerned to 
know the truth, you could have 
found out. The traces of my min- 
istry have been spread widely 
enough that one could well check 
for himself what kind of people 
they are who listen to my preach- 
ing and believe the doctrine I pre- 
sent from God’s Word. Therefore, 
again in charity, granting that you 
are probably an honest man who 
made hasty charges, I ask you to 
either give evidence of your slan- 
ders or retract them. I believe that 
any honest man will try to do the 
one or the other, and I trust you 
are an honest man, 

But did you think that such 
| doctrine as that people are saved 
by faith, through the grace of God, 
‘not by human merit, not by hu- 
'man works, not by the rites of the 
| church—did you think that that 
kind of doctrine has in the past 
‘turned people to sinfulness and 
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license and sin and crime? Was 
that the result in Presbyterian 
Scotland where they believed, fully 
as strictly as I do that one is 
saved by faith without works, 
through the merits of the aton- 
ing blood of Christ, and thus kept 
by ‘the power of God to salvation 
—do you believe that Scotland, 
under ‘this doctrine in the old days, 
was a cesspool of iniquity? On the 


contrary, you will know that it| — ot 


was once, under the 
preaching of John Knox and his 
successors, more nearly a model 
of virtue to the nations than al- 
most any other. 

This doctrine was held very 
strictly by the Dutch Reformed 
People in the Netherlands, we will 
say under that great Christian 
premier Kyper. 

In the greatest revivals of re- 


ligion in America under D. L. 


Moody, R. A. Torrey, J. Wilbur 
Chapman, Billy Sunday, and at 
present under Billy Graham, we 
see the kind of results wrought 
by this doctrine which you hate 
and slander. All these men believe 
as 1 do and as I have stated the 


‘case in the booklet, Can A Saved 


Person Ever Be Lost?, which you 
despise. They believe that men 
must be saved by the grace of God, 
without human merit, by simple 
faith in the atoning work of Jesus 
Christ. They believe that people 
are kept through faith by the 
power of God unto salvation. They 
believe that God must do the sav- 
ing and keeping, and that those 
who are saved do not merit the 
saving and do not merit the keep- 
ing. 

And do you really believe that 
the doctrine of your church, the 
Catholic Church, that people are 
saved by the church, saved by good 
deeds—do you really believe that 
that makes men more godly than 
the Bible doctrine of salvation by 
grace? Everywhere I go I am 
shocked to see announcements of 
bingo parties and other gambling 
events sponsored by Catholic 
Churches! I am shocked to see 
Catholics who have no conscience 
on drink and that in communities 
where Christian people who be- 
lieve as I do live clean and godly 
lives without gambling, without 
alcoholic drink, and without world- 
liness. Of course, no Protestant 
group is perfect, and no Catholic 
group would be expected to be 
perfect. But by comparison one 
is bound ‘to see that the doctrine 
to which you adhere and which 
you preach does not make the 
same kind of Christian ‘as the doc. 
trine I preach. People who follow 
my preaching quit their profanity, 
quit their gambling, quit their beer 
drinking. I do not believe you 
will claim that even the average 
Catholic quits all those things. And 
where Catholics have had complete 
control for long, long years and 
where Protestants have been in 
a very small minority, as in Latin 
America, for example, the general 
standards of morality are much 
lower than where the Gospel which 
I preach of salvation by faith in 
the shed blood of Jesus Christ, 
salvation by grace, not on the 
basis of human merit, is preached. 

So on the basis of the history 
of the kind of doctrine I preach, 
compared with the doctrine you 
preach, your charges were false 
and foolish and wicked. You ought 
to retract them with a sincere 
apology. 

I note what you say about cer- 
tain cults and sects, “Holy Roller, 
Pentecostal Jumper, Jehovah Wit- 
nesses, the Mormons,” ete. But un- 
fortunately for your position, none 
of these people believe in the eter- 
nal security of a born-again child 
of God, but on the contrary they 
believe, with you, that one must 
keep his salvation by -his good 
works. So your argument there 
is a little silly. 

And now very seriously, I call 
your attention to a great truth of 
the Christian religion. There are 
only two doctrines, really, about 
salvation. One doctrine is that men 
can be saved by something they 
do themselves, whether it is good 
works, or prayers, or submission 
to rites of the church, etc. To that 
group you belong, along with the 
(Mormons and Jehovah Witnesses 
and others which you mention. 

On the other hand, there is the 
doctrine which the Apostle Paul, 
by divine inspiration, so clearly 
expressed “for by grace are ye 
saved through faith; and that not 
of yourselves: it is the gift of God: 
Not of works, lest any man should 
boast.” (Eph. 2:8,9). We believe

Trip: Outlines Four Point Program for U.S. Christians 


Evangelist Billy Graham travel- 
ed nearly 1,000 miles per day, 
preached an average of four mes- 
sages each day, and saw literally 
hundreds of decisions for Christ, 
both on the part of Native Ko- 
reans and American GI’s during 
his month-long trip to Korea in 
December. He returned to the 
States early in January, physic-, 
ally exhausted, but declaring, 
“This has been the greatest single 
experience in my entire ministry!” 


that Christ does all the saving, 
and saves people who do not de- 
serve it, when they commit them- 
selves to Him and trust to do 
what He promised. You join with 
those who believe in salvation by 
human merit. I stay with those 


who believe in salvation by the 


blood of Christ. 


For another matter, you utter- 
ly ignore the principal part of my 
teaching and that of evangelical 
Christianity. You speak as if Ii 
taught, or other evangelical Chris- 
tians taught, that God keeps 
wicked, unconverted, unregenerate 
sinners and saves them. I never 
taught any such thing. There was 
not a hint of that in anything I 
ever wrote. That was either the 
naive and ignorant misunderstand- 
ing of my teaching or a deliberate 
perversion. I teach what all Bible 
preachers who believe the great 
fundamentals of the Christian 
faith teach, that one needs to be 
born again, needs a new heart, 
needs to be regenerated by the 
miraculous power of God, and 
given a new nature, a new heart, 
a new outlook. I have never taught 
anywhere ‘that God would, keep 
anybody who did not repent of 
his sins. Once a preacher who held 
to your position told me, “If I be- 
lieved as you do, I would trust 
Christ and then I would go out 
and have my fill of sin.” I told 
him, as I tell you, “If you have 
not already had your fill of sin, 
then you have never been con- 
verted, never been born again, 
and you are not a child of God.” 
God keeps those who are born in- 
to His family, those who have 
a new heart, those who have in 
their hearts turned from sin and 
so want ‘to do right. God plainly 


says about such people that He- 


will write His laws in their hearts 
“and on their minds will I write 
them.” God keeps Christian peo- 
ple, not heathen worldings. God 
keeps His own born-again chil- 
dren, not children of the Devil. 
I wonder if you really do not know 
anything about the Bible doctrine 
of the new birth? I wonder if you 
have ever yourself been genuinely 
born again, that is in sincere re- 
pentance and faith receiving Christ 
into your heart to make you a 
new creature? If you have not 
been born again, have not been 
given a heart to love righteous- 
ness and to hate sin, a heart to 
want to please God, then I beg 
you, in Jesus’ name, get that mat- 
ter settled first and then you will 
understand what I preach and 
what I am talking about now. 

I call your attention earnestly 
to the words of Paul in Romans 
10:1-3 which says, “Brethren, my 
heart’s desire and prayer to God 
for Israel is, that they might be 
saved. For I bear them record that 
they have a zeal of God, but not 
according to knowledge. For they

Accompanying Mr. Graham on 
the 21,000 mile trip were Grady, 
Wilson, Associate Evangelist in 
the Graham campaigns; Bob 
Pierce, missionary correspondent 
in the Far East; and Ray Pro« 
vost, Presbyterian missionary to 
Korea, currently doing graduate 
work at Princeton Theological 
Seminary. 


The trip was undertaken at the 
request of the missionary leaders 
in Korea representing major A- 
merican denominational groups ag 
well as independent organizations, 
and included in the invitation was 
a. “twentieth-century Macedonian 
call” from 2,000 churches in South 
Korea. The Army helped also—in 
Graham’s words, “they rolled out 
the red carpet” once the party 
reached Korea, and offered every, 
facility to help in getting the Gos-« 
pel to the troops, particularly in 
front line positions. 

During Christmas week, Evans 
gelist Graham spoke every day to 
large audiences of troops in front- 
line areas, reaching the various 
sectors by helicopter and light 
planes. In the meetings at the 
front, men were present from 
every division serving on the front 
lines, often leaving their battle 
positions under cover of darkness 
in order to be at the meeting the 
next day. The roar of artillery, 
both UN and Communist, was a 
constant background for the mes- 
sages, many of them actually 
within fighting range. 

Hundreds of GI’s clearly made 
decisions for Christ, and reports 
from Chaplains indicate that aft 
least three high-ranking generals 
have definitely accepted Christ 
as Saviour through the meetings, 
In Pusan, for example, crowds ag 
high as 7,000 and 8,000 stood in 
the streets for public meetings, 
and both GI’s and Koreans moved 
forward together to indicate their 
decision for Christ and to receiva 
help and counsel. 


In addition to the regular meet- 
ings, there were daily visits to 
hospitals, P.O.W. Camps, staff 
headquarters, etc. On the Hos- 
pital Ship Jutlandia, anchored in 
Inchon Harbor, Mr. Graham spoke 
with every soldier in the wards, 
and many of them accepted Christ. 


Evangelist Graham spoke most 
highly of the Korean Church, men- 
tioning the daily prayer meetings 
at 5:00 in the morning, when 
thousands gather throughout Ko- 
rea. “The Korean Church is 
stronger spiritually than the A- 
merican Church, and in addition, 
their tithing consists of giving 
20% of their income.” 

“The need in Korea is not for 
more missions but for more mis- 
sionaries. And the Army needs 
more Chaplains, too. I came to 
realize that the Chaplaincy is a 
high calling. Those men are doing 
a ‘tremendous job for God. We 
must pray for our Korean breth- 
ren, first of all; secondly, we must 
ask God to bring a speedy end to 
this war; thirdly, we must send 
relief clothing; and fourthly we 
must aid financially in rebuilding 
Korean churches, hospitals and 
orphanages. Americans can never 
understand the intense suffering 
Korea has known; nor the utter 
devastation of this war; nor the 


incomparable heroism of Korean 


Christians. We must help them 
now.”

This is 
closely connected with the pre- 
ceeding; for, it is by showing Jesus 
and His glory and His righteous- 
ness, that the Holy Spirit con- 
victs of sin, and of righteousness, 
and of judgment. Note the sin of 
the Holy Spirit convicts, 
“Of sin, because they believe not 
on me.” It was so at Pentecost, as 
we see in Acts 2:36,37. You can 
never convict any man of sin be- 
cause that is the work of the 
Holy Spirit. You can reason and 
reason, and you will fail. The Holy 
Spirit can do it very quickly. Did 
you never have this experience? 
You have shown a man passage 
after passage of Scripture, and he 
was unmoved, and you have won- 
dered why the man did not break 


he|ito you, “Why, I am not looking 


in my helplessness to the mighty 
Spirit of God to convict this man 
of sin, but I am trying to convince 
the man of sin myself.” Then you 
have cast yourself upon the Spirit 
of God for Him to do the work, 
and conviction came. The Spirit 
can convince the most careless, 
as experience has proven again 
and again. 


But it is through us that the 
Spirit produces conviction. In John 
16:7,8, we read, “...I will send 
him unto you. And when he is 
come, he will reprove the world 
of sin, and of righteousness, and 
of judgment.” It was the Spirit 
sent to Peter and the rest, who 
convicted the three’ thousand 
through Peter and ithe others on 
the day of Pentecost. It is ours 
to preach the Word and to look

The Holy Spirit brings forth 
in the believer Christlike graces 
of character (Compare Rom.

It is His “fruit.’”’ He bears it; not 
we. Note that these graces are not 
said to be the fruits of the Spirit; 
they are the “fruit.” There is a 
unity of origin running all through 
the multiplicity of manifestation; 
and not some of these graces, 
but all, will appear in everyone in 
whom the Holy Spirit is given full 
control. 

It is a beautiful life that is set 
forth in these verses. Every word 
is worthy of earnest study and 
profound meditation: “Love,” 
“joy,” “peace,” “longsuffering,” 
“gentleness,” “goodness,” ‘‘faith,” 
“meekness,” “self-control.” Is not 
this the life we all long. for, the 
Christ life? It is not natural to us, 


and it is not attainable by any 
effort of “the flesh,” or nature. 
The life that is matural for 


us is set forth in the three pre- 
ceding verses (19-21). But when 
the indwelling Spirit is given full 
control in the one He inhabits; 
when we are brought to realize 
the utter badness of the flesh, 
and give up in helpless despair of 
ever attaining to anything really 


good in its power; when, in other. 


words, we come to the end of self, 
and just give over the whole work 
of making us what we ought to 
be to the indwelling HOLY SPIR- 
IT, then, and only then, these 
holy graces of character are His 
“fruit.” 

Do you wish these graces in your 
character and life? Renounce self 
utterly, and all its strivings after 
holiness; and let the Holy Spirit, 
who dwells in you, take full con- 
trol and bear His own glorious 
fruit. We get the same essential 
truth from another point of view 
in Galatains 2:20 (R.V., Am. 
App.), “I have been crucified with 
Christ; and it is no longer I that 
live, but Christ liveth in me: and 
that life which I now live in the 
flesh I live in faith, the faith which 
is in the Son of God, who loved me, 
and gave himself up for me.” 


Settle it clearly and forever that 
the flesh can never bear this fruit, 
that you can never attain these 
things by your own effort, that 
they are “the fruit of the Spirit.” 
We hear a good deal in these days 
about “ethical culture,”’ which us- 
ually means a cultivation of the 
flesh until it bears the fruit of 
the Spirit. It cannot be done, un- 
til thorns can be made to bear 
figs, and a bramblebush, grapes 
(Matt. 12:33; Luke 6:44). We hear 
also a good deal about “character 
building.” That is all very well, 
if you let the Holy Spirit do the 
building, and then it is not so 
much building as fruit-bearing. 
(See, however, II Pet. 1:5-7.) We 
hear also about “cultivating graces 
of character,” but we must always 
bear in mind that the way to culti- 
vate true graces of character is 
by submitting ourselves utterly to 
the Spirit to do His work. This is 
“sanctification of the Spirit” (I 
Pet. 1:2; II Thess. 2:13). 


We turn now to the power of the 
Holy Spirit in a different direction. 
10. John 16:13, R.V.: 


“Howbeit when he, the Spirit of 
truth, is come, he shall guide you 
into all the truth: for he shall not 


speak from himself; but what 
things soever he shall hear, these 
shall he speak: and he shall de- 
clare unto you the things. that are 
to come.” | 


The Holy Spirit has power to 
guide the believer “into all the 
truth.” This promise was made 
in the first instance to the apos- 
tles, but the apostles themselves 
applied it to all believers (I John 
2:20, 27). It is the privilege of each 
of us to be “taught of God.” Each 
believer is independent of human 
teachers. “Ye need not that any 
man teach you.” This does not 
mean, of course, that we may not 
learn much from others, who are 
taught by the Haly Spirit. If John 
had thought that, he would never 
have written this epistle to teach 
others. The man who is most fully 
taught of God is the very one who 
will be most ready to listen to 
what God has taught others. Much 
less does it mean that when we are 
taught of God we are independent 
of the Word of God. For the Word 
is the very place to which the 
Spirit leads His pupils, and the 
instrument through which He 
teaches them (John 6:63; Eph. 
6:17; Eph. 5:18,19; Comp. Col. 3: 
16). But, while we may learn 
much from men, we are not de- 
pendent upon them. We have a di- 
vine teacher, the Holy Spirit. 


We shall never truly know the 
truth until we are thus taught. 
No amount of mere human teach- 
ing, no matter who our teachers 
may be, will give us a correct 
apprehension of the truth. Not 
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even a diligent study of the Word,

There are two especial lines of 
the Spirit’s teaching mentioned. 
(a) “He shall declare unto you 
the things that are to come.”

that. (b) “He shall 
glorify me [i.e., Christ]: for he 
shall take of mine, and shall de- 
clare it unto you.”

Many fear to emphasize the 
truth about the Holy Spirit, lest 
Christ be disparaged.

The Lamb of God

the foundation for your spiritual 
birth before your natural birth; 
He planned for your salvation be- 
fore you were born. This is the 
teaching of the Bible. The Apostle 
Peter writes: “Redeemed... with 
the precious blood of Christ, as 
of a lamb without blemish and 
without spot: Who verily was 
foreordained before the foundation 
of the world” (I Pet. 1:18-20). 


That the Lord Jesus should be 
the Lamb of God was no after- 
thought with God: He is the Lamb 
of Predestination. The Apostle 
Paul writes this to believers in the 
Lord Jesus: “Chosen in him before 
the foundation of the world. . 
Having predestinated us unto the 
adoption of children by Jesus 
Christ himself” (ph. 1:4, 5). 

It is a tremendous statement, 
but it is Bible truth, that the Lord 
Jesus Christ was the Lamb of God 
from all eternity; that God fore- 
saw the need of atonement; that 
God planned the whole scheme of 
human redemption before ever He 
created man upon the earth. And, 
my reader, He planned for you! 


2. Jesus is THE LAMB 
OF PARADISE 


Jesus is called ‘‘the Lamb slain 
from the foundation of the world” 
(Rev. 13:8). That statement looks 
back ‘to a scene in Paradise. After 
Adam and Eve sinned in the Gar- 
den of Eden, the Lord God came 
down to talk with them. I believe 
the Person who came down was 
none other than Jehovah-Jesus. 


The sin of Adam and Eve pierced 
and wounded the heart of God, 
and it was then that the Lord be- 
came the “Lamb slain from the 
foundation of the world.” 


What subsequently took place 
was but the outward expression of 
what had already taken place in 
the heart of God. The Lord told 
Adam and Eve that the seed of 
the woman would be bruised by 
the serpent, which was the first 
Gospel promise, and looked for- 
ward to the crucifixion of Christ 
on Calvary. It is altogether pos- 
sible that the Lord then and there 
took two lambs, a lamb for each, 
slew them, and “made coats of 
skins, and clothed them” (Gen. 3: 
21). 


“Thus the first thing that 
died was a sacrifice, or Christ 
in a figure, who is therefore 
said to be the Lamb slain from 
the foundation of the world” 
(Matthew Henry). 


Instructions were certainly given 
to Adam and Eve concerning the 
way of approach to God. Abel 
brought ‘“‘of the firstlings of his 
flocks” to God because he had 
been taught by his father to do 
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so, and because he thereby ex- 
pressed his faith in the “Lamb 
slain from the foundation of the 
world.” In the Garden of Eden 
a basis was laid for the Lord God 
to deal with a race of sinners. 
From then on, all the sacrificial 
offerings looked back to the one 
made by Jehovah-Jesus in the 
Garden of Eden, when He became 
the “Lamb slain from tthe founda- 
tion of the world,” and they looked 
forward to the sacrifice Christ 
was to make on His cross. Abel 
believed this, and found accept- 
ance with God. 


Reader, you too may and must 


.| believe it if you are to find ac- 


ceptance with God. Wifhout doubt, 
Jesus was the Lamb of Paradise, 
the “Lamb slain from the founda- 
tion of the world.” 


3. Jesus is THE LAMB 
OF PROMISE 


“And looking upon Jesus as he 
walked, he saith, Behold the Lamb 
of God!” That statement looks 
back to one of the most remark- 
able scenes in the history of re- 
demption. Abraham and his son, 
Isaac, were ascending the slopes 
of Mount Moriah. Isaac was bear- 
ing wood on his back, and Abra- 
ham was carrying fire and a knife. 
They were going to worship (Gen. 
22:5). Isaac missed something, and 
asked his father, “Where is the 
lamb for a burnt offering?” Abra- 
ham answered, “God will provide 
himself the [Heb] lamb for a 
burnt-offering’ (Gen. 22:8). 


That statement contains one of 
the most profound truths in the 
whole scheme of redemption. Lit- 
erally it reads: “God will provide 
for himself the lamb for a burnt- 
offering.’ The lamb to be provided 
had to satisfy God Himself; it had 
to be acceptable to God; it had to 
be approved of God. God had a 
problem in planning to save a 
race of sinners. He not only 
planned to be “the justifier”’ of 
believers in Jesus, but He planned 
to be “just” in working out our 
salvation. In Jesus alone, the Lamb 
of God, He could be both Justi- 
fier and Just. Therefore it says 
in Genesis 22:8, “God will provide 
for Himself the lamb for a burnt- 
offering.”’ There was something in 
God which had to be satisfied, and 
the Lord Jesus alone could and did 
satisfy it. Praise God forever! 


Now there is something else in| 


the reading of this verse of Genesis 
22 which is full of meaning in the 
scheme of redemption. In its plain 
English reading it is significant. 
It reads, “God will provide him- 
self a lamb for a burnt-offering.” 
Now misread it, and you will get 
my meaning. Read it like this: 
“God himself will provide a lamb 
for a burnt-offering.” Of course, 
that is not what it reads, but to 
misread it is to get out the force 
and meaning of the way it stands 
in Scripture. Actually, God pro- 
vided Himself the Lamb offering 
in the atonement. The Scripture 
tells us that “God was in Christ, 
reconciling the world unto him- 
self” (II Cor. 5:19), and thus God 
provided Himself the lamb for the 
burnt-offering. 

It was at this scene on Mount 
(Moriah, and after the words, “‘God 
will provide himself the lamb,” 
and afiter the ram had been provid- 
ed, that Abraham saw Jesus as 
the Lamb of Promise. He called 
the name of that place “Jehovah- 
jireh” (Gen. 22:14). And when 
Moses recorded the story, they 
were still saying, “In the mount 
of the Lord He shall be seen.” 
It looked forward to Jesus cru- 
cified as the Lamb of God on 
mount Calvary. It is to this scene 
that our Lord referred when He 
said, “Your father Abraham re- 
joiced to see my day: and he saw 
it, and was glad’ (John 8:56). 
That promise was the sustaining 
hope of all believers before the 
incarnation of Christ. 


4. Behold in Jesus the LAMB 
OF PASSOVER 


When John the Baptist said of 
Jesus, “Behold the Lamb of God!” 
he certainly saw in Him the Pass- 
over Lamb, so well known to every 
pious Hebrew. The Passover is the 
greatest event recorded in the for- 
ty chapters of Exodus. So great 
was that event that it was com- 
manded to be commemorated for- 
ever (Exod. 12:14,17). It is so im- 


portant that it has a separate sec- 
tion of the book of Exodus to re- 
cord it. It was the one event that 
was to begin the new life and the 
new year of the nation. 


What was 'the Passover? It was 
God’s method and way of redemp- 
tion of an enslaved people—a type 
of His method and way to redeem 
you, my reader. A lamb was to be 
chosen and set apart four days 
before it was sacrificed. The peo- 
ple could look on ‘that lamb during 
those four days and know that on 
the fourteenth day it would be 
sacrificed for them. That is a pic- 
ture and type of our Lord Jesus 
Christ. He was set apart _and 
chosen by God four thousand years 
before He became incarnate for 
us (Gen. 3:15). He was spoken of 
and prophesied of during all that 
time from the days of Eden on to 
the days of the last Old Testa- 
ment prophet, and then He came. 

At the proper time the Pass- 
over lamb was slain and its blood 
put on “the two side posts and 
on the upper door post of the 
houses” (Exod. 12:7). There was 
also blood “beside the door” 
(Greek reading of Exod. 12:22). 
The people had to enter their 
dwellings through and over the 
blood of the slain passover lamb. 
Only then they could know that 
they were safe. The Word of God 
to them was: “And the blood shall 
be to you for a token upon the 
houses where ye are: and when 
I see the blood, I will pass over 
you, and the plague shall not be 
upon you to destroy you, when 
I smite the land of Egypt” (Exod. 
12:13). 


My reader, that is God’s picture 
to you and for you. You can be 
safe and secure from the wrath 
of God now and hereafter by shel- 
tering yourself under the blood of 
the Lord Jesus Christ. This whole 
story of redemption through blood 
is God’s way and method of teach- 
ing the world how to be saved. In 
words full of wonderful meaning, 
God has written of the death of 
Jesus Christ on the cross, “For 
even Christ our passover is sacri- 
ficed for us” (1 Cor. 5:7). Those 
words look right back to that 
never-to-be-forgotten event of 
Passover night, telling us how God 
got a people out of bondage and 
slavery into life and liberty. There 
was no other way but by the blood 
of an innocent lamb slain. There 
is no other way for you, my read- 
er, out of the bondage of sin but 
by the blood of the Lamb of God, 
Jesus Himself. 


I ask you, are you safe?” Are 
you secure? There is for you only 
one safe and secure place here and 
hereafter, and that is UNDER 
THE BLOOD OF JESUS, your 
Passover Lamb. 

When Sia Walter Raleigh, the 
famous English explorer, was fac- 
ing death on the scaffold, he knew 
the value of sheltering under the 
blood. He wrote a poem called “My 
Pilgrimage,” in which he says, 


Blood must be my body’s balmer; 
No other balm will there be 
gwen, 
Whilst my soul, like quiet palmer, 
Travelleth toward the land of 
Heaven. 


And when the executioner sug- 
gested that he lay his head in a 
certain way, Sir Walter Raleigh 
said, “No matter which way the 
head lies, so long as the heart is 
right.” 

Years ago in England an evan- 
gelist was preaching the Gospel 
to crowds of people who gathered 
to hear it. An old man asked the 
evangelist to visit him in his home 
and explain the way of salvation 
to him. The evangelist did, and 
told him the story and the mean- 
ing of the Passover lamb, and how 
the people put blood on the out- 
side of their houses as a token 
of their faith for salvation from 
the judgment and wrath of God. 

Some evenings later the evan- 
gelist noticed the old man in the 
inquiry room. The evangelist went 
from person to person, speaking 
and counseling. When he got near 
enough, the old man called him 
to his side, pulled his head down, 
and said in his ear, “The blood 
is on the lintel and on the side 
posts, and I am saved!” He had 
applied the blood of Christ to his 
soul and found salvation. 

Reader, Christ died as your 
Passover Lamb. Will you not be- 
lieve that in His blood you can 
find safety and security? Will you 
not shelter your soul and life under 
His blood? 


5. Behold in Jesus the LAMB 
OF PARDON 


Most certainly when John the 
Baptist said of Jesus, “Behold the 
Lamb of God!” he had reference

Reader, these two lambs point to 
Jesus, the Lamb of God. In the 
fullness of time He came and took 
the place of those two lambs. He 
was put on the cross in the morn- 
ing, and at tthe time of the eve- 
ning sacrifice He yielded up His 
spirit to God. And in doing that He 
provided a way for the pardon of 
your sins. The morning and eve- 
ning lambs made it possible for a 
holy God to deal with the He- 
brew people: the death of Christ, 
who was put on the cross in the 
morning, and sacrificially died 
there in the evening, makes it 
possible for the same holy God to 
deal with all mankind. That is the 
meaning of those rather strange 
words of I Timothy 4:10, “God, 
who is the Saviour of all men, 
specially of those that believe.” 

The atonement in the heart of 
God from all eternity, and the 
atonement foreshadowed in the 
Garden of Eden, and in all the 
Hebrew sacrifices, makes it pos- 
sible for God to deal in goodness

6. Behold in Jesus the LAMB

ment goes back to the_ greatest 
day in the church calendar of the 
Hebrew people. That day was the 
day of atonement. On that day one 
of the most unforgettable scenes 
took place before the eyes of the

of Isaiah. That prophet said, un- 
der the inspiration of the Holy 
Spirit: “He is brought as a lamb 
to the slaughter’ (Isa. 53:7). 
Isaiah 53 is the most famous 
prophecy in the Bible on the sub- 
sttutionary work of Christ in His 
death. The entire chapter speaks 
of the Lord Jesus. Joseph Parker 
of London said of this chapter: 
“No man known to history, but 
One, can carry this chapter im all 
verses and lines and particles” 
(PEOPLES’ BIBLE, Isa. 53). The 
Bible is its own best Commentary, 
and it plainly says that this chap- 
ter of Isaiah refers to Jesus.

But something wonderful and 
picturesque was done with the 
other. goat. It was called the 
“scapegoat.” Now the Hebrew 
word for that is “Azazel,’’ which 
means “Removal.” And the old 
English word “scapegoat” ‘here 
means the “escapegoat.” Before 
the eyes of the people assembled, 
the high priest placed “both his 
hands upon the ‘head of the live 
goat,” and confessed over him “all 
the iniquities of the children of 
Israel, ‘and all their transgressions 
in all their sins, putting them up- 
on the head of the goat” (Lev. 16: 
21). He sent that goat “by the 
hand of a fit man into the wilder- 
ness” (Lev. 16:21). That goat 
went away bearing upon him all 
the sins of the people “unto a land 
not inhabited” (Lev. 16:22). Their 
sins were taken out of sight. 

That is precisely the picture 
John the Baptist had in mind when 
he said of Jesus, “Behold the Lamb 
of God, which taketh away the 
sin of the world.” Our Lord Jesus 
did for us actually what the goat 
on the day of atonement did for 
the children of Israel typically. 
As each Israelite saw Aaron put 
his hands on the head of the goat 
and heard him confess the sins 
of the people, putting them upon 
the head of the goat, he could say, 
‘““My sins are there, my transgres- 
sions are on the head of that 
goat.” And God would accept his

“Then 
Philip opened his mouth, and be- 
ean at the same scripture, and 
preached unto him Jesus” (Acts 
8:35).

He certain- 
ly told him that though we have 
all gone astray, and though we 
have turned every one of us to 
iis own way, the Lord laid on 
“the iniquity of us all.”

8. Behold in Jesus the LAMB 
PROVIDED 


God kept His word of promise. 
In the Lord Jesus, God fulfilled 
every promise, every prophecy, 
every sacrificial type of Him found 
in the Bible. On the historic Cross 
of Calvary, Jesus was the Lamb 
of God taking away the sin of the 
world. God did then provide the 
Lamb. He then fulfilled in history 
what He promised in prophecy. 
The Apostle Paul went ito the na- 
tions with a message of Christ 
crucified. He made it a vivid mes- 
sage. Listen to what he says to 
one group who heard his message: 
“Before whose eyes Jesus Christ 
hath been evidently set forth,

in a cold manner. He told her that 
the Central Figure was Christ, 
and that He was a good man, and 
had done nothing worthy of death.

She told him that 
she wished ithe Christ had only 
loved her as He loved the artist, 
but she was only a poor Gipsy 
girl. Then Stenberg told her the

A story I read long ago will best 
explain what Paul meant when he 


said, “Before whose eyes Jesus 
(Christ hath been graphically set 
forth crucified...” And it is an 


illustration of the words of John 
the Baptist, “Behold the Lamb 
of God, which taketh away the 
sin of the world.” 


Stenberg, an artist of Dussel- 
dorf, Germany, had been engaged 
(Oo paint a picture of the crucifix- 
jon of Christ. He had the picture 
almost finished when the urge to 
get out into the spring air seized 
him. Taking brush and palette, he 
went out into the surrounding 
country. While looking over the 
landscape, he saw, a little distance 
from him, a girl with long, jet 
black hair, weaving a basket. Sud- 
<ienly the girl ‘turned and saw the 
antist. She sprang up and com- 
menced to dance before him. He 
saw her in a certain pose, and 
called out, “Sitand!” The girl steod 
still in the same pose while the 
artist rapidly sketched her, Say- 
ing to himself, “I'll paint her as 
a Spanish Dancing Girl.” The girl 
was really a Gipsy. Stenberg felt 
that no one would buy his pic- 
ture if he painted her as a Gipsy 
¢irl. He arranged with the girl 
to come to his studio to pose as 
he had sketched her, so that he 
might perfect his painting. 

On her first visit to the studio 
her eye caught sight of the great 
Altar Piece of the crucifixion of 
Christ. She was attracted to it 
and to tthe Central Figure of it 
-—Christ on the cross. She asked 


true Gospel story. He told her that 
the Lord Jesus had died on the 
cross for her. Pepita looked to the 
Lamb of God, believed and was 
saved. 


Pepita had passed away, a gay 
young nobleman entered the art 
museum of Dusseldorf. He, too, 
soon found himself before Sten- 
berg’s picture of the crucifixion 
of the Lamb of God. He was held 
captive by it. He read the legend 
below the picture, “All this I did 
for thee, What hast thou done 
for me?” He left that scene a new 
man. Who was he?: None other 
than Count Zinzendorf. He became 
the founder of many Moravian 
Missions. 

“And looking upon Jesus as He 
walked, he saith, Behold the Lamb 
of God!” Those words were ad- 


ciples heard him speak, and they 


drew. They became apostles of 
Christ, and were among the most 
useful men of ithe apostolic age. 
Andrew became the great soul 
winner among the apostles, 
John became ‘the disciple whom 
Jesus loved. Oh, what a change 
took place in their hearts and lives 
because they looked to the lamb 
of God! 

(My unsaved reader, you may 
look to the Lamb of God! to the 
Lord Jesus Christ, crucified for 
you, and in that look may be saved 
and have eternal life now, and 
spend an eternity with the Lord 
Jesus.

Lamb” many times—28 times al- 
together. I can only refer to those 
places where He is Seen as the 
LAMB PERPETUALLY. “And I 
beheld, and lo, in the midst of 
_the throne and of the four beasts, 
and in the midst of the elders 
stood a Lamb as it had been slain” 
(Rev. 5:6). He is seen there “in 
the midst of the throne” and “in 
the midst of the elders’ with the 
marks of His crucifixion upon 
Him. He had them in His resur- 
rection body (John 20:27), and 
He has them in His glorified body. 

I once heard Dr. John R. Rice, 
the well-known evangelist, say in 
‘a sermon here in Seattle, that 
in Heaven, when the saints have 
‘their glorified bodies, free from 


every scar incurred in the service 
of Christ while on earth, that there 
will be One body which will for- 
ever wear the scars incurred in 
the service of God, incurred in 
making the atonement, and that 
will be the body of Jesus Christ. 
He is mght in that statement, for 
| here in Revelation 5:6 we see the 
Lamb, as it had been slain, the 
Lord Jesus, with the marks of His 
| crucifixion upon Him. With this 
agrees the words of the great 
hymn of Mathew Bridges: 


_Crown Him the Lord of love; 
Behold His hands and side— 
Rich wounds, yet visible above, 
In beauty glorified! 
No angel in the sky 
Can fully bear that sight, 
But downward bends his wonder- 
ing eye 
At mysteries so bright. 


Looking upon the Lord Jesus 
throughout the everlasting ages, 


we shall never be allowed to forget 
that we are there with Him be- 
cause of His suffering on the cross 
for us. Those hands and feet and 
side will forever hold Him dear to 
us and hold us in love to Him. 


| As the LAMB PERPETUALLY
